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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 11-15, 17-19, 21, 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1, 
14 and 18, each when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, prior art of record fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest pre-rendering while the 
user interface is in the current user interface state, the pre-processed of the future user interface 
interaction selected based on the likelihood that the user interaction events will occur, and 
storing the pre-rendered future interface appearances for later use. 

Nearest art disclosed by Bird et al. in US patent 6,323,884 fails to clearly teach pre- 
processing while the user interface is in the current state, the selected future user interface 
interaction events to generate one or more future user interface states, pre-rendering and saving 
for later use the pre-processed future user interface state(s).
